SURVEY of the River Shannon ; Expenses incurred by Mr. Grantham in 1821. 

To my time employed under the direction and instruction of the late John Rennie, Esq. 
in making a Survey of the River Shannon ; — viz. 

In travelling from London to Dublin ; waiting on Mr. Gregory with a letter of introduction 
! from Mr. Rennie; enabled, by the assistance of Mr. Gregory, to be allowed to make a copy 
of the Survey of the Shannon, at the office of the Directors General of Inland Navigation; 
and also in making a copy of the Shannon and adjacent country, with the situation of the 
Bogs, from the Ordnance Map of Ireland, at the office of the Royal Engineers. 

Proceeding to Limerick and viewing the Shannon to Killaloe ; making a minute survey 
of the falls of Killaloe, from the level of Cussane, to the deep water of Lough Derg, with 
the necessary levels and sections ; examining the extremities of Scariff and Youghall Bays, 
and the intermediate country connected with them, to try the practicability of obtaining a 
channel through them, but found the intention could not be pursued. Commenced a level 
and soundings of the Shannon from the shoal that crosses Lough Derg at Derry Island, up 
to Athlone ; making a section of this distance, and transmitting a copy, plan and report to 
Mr. Rennie ; making a survey and sections at Athlone, similar to that at Killaloe; a partial 
sounding of Lough Ree to Lanesborough ; surveyed the fall of Lanesborougb, and commenced 
a level and soundings from thence to Ronskey Bridge ; traversed the Shannon to its source at 
Lough Allen, and returned to Athlone, and made a report, in continuation, to Mr. Rennie, 
which was transmitted to him ; but unfortunately, only a few days before I was informed of 
the melancholy termination of his estimable life. Viewed part of the River Inny, and the 
interior of the bog country connected with the objects of my survey; returned down the 
Shannon, making a distinct survey of Shannon Bridge, Bonaghu and Portumna Bridge ; 
attempted to carry levels up the Suck, the Upper and Lower Brusna, but obliged to give up 
the intention, from the daily increase of the flood waters. Returned down the river to 
Killaloe, and carried a level and soundings, with several transverse sections, to Castle 
Conuel, but from the increase and violence of the water, obliged to leave them unfinished. 
Retired into Limerick, where I am employed embodying my plans and sections, and preparing 
a general report.
